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The following Acts of Parliament received the assent of the 
President on the 17th December, 1961, and are hereby published for 
general information: — 

THE INDIAN TARIFF (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1961 

No. 56 of 1961 

[17th December, 1961] 

An Act further to amend the Indian Tariff Act, 1934. 


Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twelfth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 


1. (1) This Act may be called the Indian Tariff (Amendment) 
Act, 1961. 

(2) The provisions of clause (i) of section 2 [relating to Items 
Nos. 28(4), 28(33), 28(34) and 30 (14)] shall come into force on the 
first day of January, 1962, and the remaining provisions shall come 
into force at once. 
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2. In the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934,— 

(i) in Items Nos. 28(4), 28(33), 28(34) and 30(14), in the 
last column headed “Duration of protective rates of duty”, for the 
word, figures and letters “December 31st, 1961” wherever they 
occur, the word, figures end letters “December 31st, 1964” shall 
be substituted; 


(ii) in Item No. 28(7A), in the second column headed 
“Name of article”, for the words “Liquid gold for glass making”, 
the words “Liquid gold including liquid lustres containing 
chemically combined gold” shall be substituted; 


(iii) in Item No. 65 (1), in the second column headed “Name 
of article”, for the words "Nickel, pellets, cakes, slabs, anodes, 
shots, blocks, granules, scraps and powder”, the words “Nickel, 
pellets, cakes, slabs, anodes, shots, blocks, granules, scraps, 
powder and briquettes” shall be substituted; 


( iv) for Item No. 72(14), the following Item shall be substi¬

2. From and out of the Consolidated Fund of India there may j Mueof Rg 
be paid and applied sums not exceeding those specified in column 3 10 , 74 , 30,000 
of the Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the sum of ten 

crores, seventy-four lakhs and thirty thousand rupees towards Fund of 
defraying the several charges which will come in course of payment 
during the financial year 1961-62, in respect of the services specified 
in column 2 of the Schedule.
